This Petition is in response to the Notice of Omitted Items In a Nonprovisional 
Application filed Under 37 C.F.R. 1 .53(b). The Notice indicated that Figures 2 and 3 
appeared to be omitted from patent application. Applicant hereby Petitions the 
Commissioner for Patents that the omitted figures were in fact deposited with the U.S. 
PTO with the nonprovisional patent application papers. The filing date of the 
Application including the subject matter of figures 2 and 3 should be October 14, 
2003.

properly identifies the items which are being filed serves as prima facie evidence of 
receipt in the PTO of all the items listed thereon on the date stamped thereon by the 
PTO." Therefore, the attached stamped postcard provides prima facie evidence that 
figures 2 and 3 were deposited with the Patent Office with the other application 
papers. Exhibit B includes another copy of figures 2 and 3 to complete the 
application papers for the Patent Office file. 

Applicant further notes that MPEP 503 requires the person receiving the items 
in the PTO will check the listing on the postcard against the filed items to insure that 
all items identified on the postcard receipt are in fact filed. If any of the items listed 
on the postcard were missing from the papers filed, the person is to cross off and 
initial on the postcard those items that are missing. On the stamped postcard 
Applicant received from the PTO, there are no marks or initials on the checked 
drawings portion. Therefore, there is no indication by the person checking the filing 
papers against the postcard receipt that any items were missing. 

Therefore, Applicant respectfiilly requests that the Commissioner accept that 
figures 2 and 3 were in fact deposited in the U.S. PTO on October 14, 2003. 
Applicant also requests that the petition fee be refunded accordingly. 

(Applicant also notes that in the Preliminary Amendment of the continuation 
patent application, Applicant incorporated by reference the contents of the parent 
case, which included all the figures including figures 2 and 3. Therefore, via 
incorporation of the parent case contents, figures 2 and 3 are included in the present 
application)
